WHISKY REMEDY 


Fifty One Per Cent Believes it 
Necessary in Medical 
Treatment. 


Chicago, Jan. 
21—Whisky, is 
a 
necessary therapeutic agent in the 
practice of medicine, according to 51 
per cent of the 31,115 doctors 
who 
answered the questionnaire issued by 
the Journal of the American Medical 
Association. 
Forty nine per cent dis­ 
agreed . 
On the question of tho medicinal 
value of beer and wine, there was not 
such a close division. 
Seventy four 
per cent of the physicians said beer 
was not necessary 
and 68 per cent 
said wine had no value in their prac­ 
tice. 
The Journal sent questionnaires to 
53,900 
physicians, 
of whom 58 
per 
cent replied. 
20 States For Whisky 
Tabulated by States, the vote shows 
20 States favoring the use of whisky 
and 
29 States opposed to it, 
while 
every State returned a negative vote 
on the beer and wine question. 
The 
doctors favoring 
the use 
of 
whisky 
are in 
the majority in 
the 
cities, where 58 per cent voted for the 
liqior. 
In the rural districts 54 per 
ce lt voted against it. 
Tabulated by 
districts, the North Atlantic and South 
Atlantic States favored whisky, while 
the North Central and South Central 
and Western States gave a majority 
against it. 
Largest Cities 
Tabulated by cities, the 50 largest 
cities showed 5320 doctors, or 60 per 
cent of those voting, favoring whisky 
and 
3535 opposing it. 
Only 33 
per 
cent of the city 
physicians favored 
beer and 48 per cent of them favored 
wine. 
Jersey City and Scranton, P a., were 
the only cities in the country 
where 
a majority of the doctors voted 
that 
beer 
was

agent, while seven cities favored wine.
